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Ike Improves, Astronaut 
But Condition 
Still Critical 


WASHINGTON (UP!)—Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhow­ 
er’s heart action was reported improved today and 
doctors said they were encouraged. But they empha­ 
sized he remained in critical condition and the 
outlook is still “guarded." 


A 10:45 a.m. EDT medical bulletin from Walter 
Reed Army Hospital said: 


"Gen. Eisenhower spent a comfortable and restful 
night. He has gradually shown less evidence of 
aeart irritability—irregular and rapid beats. 
“ While this in itself is encouraging, the general’s 
overall condition must still be considered critical 
and the outlook guarded. 


“ The general remains alert and cheerful and 
’till shows in abundance the courage that has 
been his hallmark." 


The encouraging report came one week after 
Eisenhower suffered his seventh serious heart at­ 
tack. Today’s bulletin was the second consecutive 
medical advisory in which doctors indicated the 
five-star general was making some progress in 
his fight for life. 


The Thursday night bulletin said there had been 
no major heart spasms in the preceding 24 hours 
and today’s report indicated a continuation of the 
downward trend in the number of such spasms. 
On each occasion that 
Eisenhower suffered a 
leart seizure, doctors emphasized that the first 
full week following a heart attack is considered 
the most critical period. 


Johnson's Name 


Tossed Back Into 


Democrat Picture 


CHICAGO (ft—The name of President Johnson was 
tossed back into the Democratic presidential picture 
today as the party prepared to open its national 
convention next week. 
Frank C. E^rwm, Texas national Democratic com­ 
mitteeman, told the Rules Committee of “ growing 
sentiment” within his state’s delegation to nomi­ 
nate Johnson for re-election if the convention unit 
rule is abolished. 
Erwin made the comment to a Rules Committee 
session convened to consider whether to forbid 
the rule under which a majority in a delegation 
determines how the entire slate will vote during 
the convention. 
Erwin appeared on behalf of Texas Gov. John 
Connallv, a close associate of Johnson. The President 
said last March 31 he would not seek or accept 
his party’s nomination for a second term. 
The matter arose when Erwin, who had delivered 
a passioned defense of the unit rule as “ pure 
democracy,” was asked by George Cox of Wyoming 
how the Texas delegates would vote if the unit 
rule were abaondoned. 
“ If the unit rule is abrogated or if the convention 
next Tuesday night votes not to enforce the unit 
rule,” Erwin said, “ there is a growing sentiment 
among those of us here in Chicago that Gov. Con- 
nally should withdraw as a favorite son and for 
Texas to request one of the early states to yield 
to Texas to nominate another great Texan who 
holds the highest elective office in the land.”

Cow Pasture 


BOGOTA, Colombia (UPD- 
Pope Paul VI, standing in a 
cow pasture before hundreds of 
thousands of ragged peasants, 
Friday called on governments 
and wealthy classes to create 
peacefully a “ more just and 
efficient 
social 
arrangement” 
for the world. 


The pontiff warned, however, 
that 
seeking 
social 
change 
through violent revolution “ is 
contrary to the Christian spirit 
and can also delay instead of 
advancing that social uplifting." 


The Pope chose a 60-acre 
pasture northwest of this capital 
for the site of his meeting with 
Colombia’s peasants and the 
delivery of his social reform 
message, considered the high 
point of the first papal visit to 
Latin America. 


He 
flew 
17 
miles to 
the 
pasture in a white, twin-motor 
helicopter, leaving Bogota short­ 
ly after meeting privately with 
President Carlos Lleras Restre- 
po, 
his 
cabinet 
and 
their 
families in the plush presidential 
palace. 


The 
spectacle in 
the cow 
pasture was in vivid contrast. 
Peasants who greeted 
him 
with shouts of “ Viva el Papa” 
had come by truck, burro and 
on foot from hundreds of miles 
around. 


Shacks of cardboard and tar 
paper dotted the pasture, homes 
of those who had arrived earlier 
in the week and waited through 
the misty days and freezing 
nights for the Pope’s arrival. 
Men wore ponchos over ragged 
work 
clothes 
as 
protection 
against weather that Thursday 
night dropped the temperature 
to 30 degrees.Women wore long 
skirts 
or 
pants 
and 
had 
sweaters or ponchos over their 
shirts. Many held children, who 
were among the best dressed of 
the lot, on their shoulders for a 
better view of the Pope. 


Police said they were unable 
to estimate the multitude other 
than to say it was several 
hundred thousand strong. Ap­ 
proximately one million had 
been expected.

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Kennedy Shadows Cover Demo Convention

CHICAGO (AP)—The shadow 
of Kennedys past etched itself 
sharply across the Democratic 
presidential nomination conven­ 
tion today as commtitees wran­ 
gled over preliminary' platform, 
rules and delegate seating deci­ 
sions. 
The subsidiary bearers of the 
once powerful mantles of the as­ 
sassinated President John F. 
Kennedy and Sen. Robert F. 
Kennedy served 
blunt 
notice 
they will carry to the floor of 
next week’s convention, if nec­ 
essary, a fight for the “ strong­ 
est possible peace plank” on 
Vietnam. 
Theodore 
Sorensen, 
confi­ 
dante of both of the slain broth­ 
ers, told reporters Thursday: 
“ The Democratic platform must 
have a strong peace plank, or 
regardless of the nominee, we 
can forget about the (Novem­ 
ber) election. 
“ So we will present to the con­ 
vention, as a majority plank if 
that can 
be, 
or a 
minority 
plank, if that must be, the 


strongest peace plank that we 
can draw.” 
Despite his lack of status as a 
delegate, Sorensen’s voice had 
an authenticity in expressing 
the most ecent Kennedy view­ 
point, substantiated earlier by 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D- 
Mass., in a call for an uncondi­ 
tional halt in the bombing of 
North Vietnam. 
Sorensen and most other sup­ 
porters of Sen. Kennedy have 
not yet found a home for the 
presently 
uncommitted 
dele­ 
gates 
from 
California, 
New 
York, Indiana. Nebraska and 
other states where Kennedy had 
won primaries and picked up 
convention support before he 
was assassinated in Los Angeles 
on June 4. 
They 
have 
turned 
thumbs 
down on Vice President Hubert 
H. Humphrey, by all odds the 
overwhelming favorite for the 
presidential nomination sched­ 
uled 
to 
be 
awarded 
next 
Wednesday night. 
Sorensen and his hard-shell 
Kennedy associates 
have 
re­ 
fused to go over to Sen. Eugene 


J. McCarthy, D-Minn., Hum­ 
phrey’s principal opponent. And 
they have brushed aside the ef­ 
forts of Sen. George S. Mc­ 
Govern, D-S.D., to attract them 
to his lately raised banner as a 
presidential candidate. 
The unwillingness of the Ken­ 
nedy bloc to accept any avail­ 
able substitute for their slain 
leader was demonstrated in a 
new attack by California As­ 
sembly Speaker Jesse M. Unruh 
on McCarthy’s foreign policy 
stance. 
Unruh said in Los Angeles 
that it was a mistake to mini­ 
mize the crisis provoked by 
Russian troop movements into 
Czechoslovakia as he said Mc­ 
Carthy had done by saying that 
he did not view the develop­ 
ments as a “ major world cri­ 
sis.” 
Unruh, previously represented 
as leaning toward 
McCarthy, 
said that “ an ominous possibili­ 
ty exists that the Czechoslovaki­ 
an attack could be the prelude 
to further Soviet aggression in 
Europe.” The assembly speaker 
heads a delegation originally 


pledged to Kennedy. He has re­ 
fused thus far to endorse any 
other candidate. 


Massachusetts’ Sen. Kennedy 
has rejected with a measure of 
finality suggestions that he take 
a place on the 1968 ticket. But 
former gvernor Michael V. Di 
Salle of Oho persisted that he 
will offer Kennedy’s name for 
the top nomination. 


The developments seemed to 
indicate that the Kennedy influ­ 
ence on the platform and the se­ 
lection of a nominee would be 
minimal at best. But this left 
out of consideration the indefin­ 
able residue of support for the 
Kennedy viewpoint in nearly ev­ 
ery northern delegation of im­ 
portance. 
Humphrey’s backers kept a 
wary eye on the possibly explo­ 
sive nature of this support. 


Meanwhile, the convention’s 
credentials 
committee 
agreed 
early in the day on a compro­ 
mise in which two rival delega­ 
tions from Georgia will share 
evenly the state’s convention 
seats. 


This gave 20H votes to a slate 
headed by Gov. Lester Maddox, 
a candidate for the presidential 
nomination, and an equal num­ 
ber to a more racially integrat­ 
ed slate headed by State Rep. 
Julian Bond, a Negro. 
Earlier, 
McCarthy’s 
strate­ 
gists lost a credentials battle in 
the committee’s vote for the 
temporary seating of a Texas 
delegation headed by Gov. John 
Connally. 
Both actios may be appealed 
to the convention floor. 
Stephen 
A. 
Mitchell, 
Mc­ 
Carthy’s convention manager, 
dec lined at a news conference to 
give any count of the delegate 
votes McCarthy has toward the 
1,312 needed for the presidential 
nomination. 
Former Postmaster General 
Lawrence F. O'Brien, a Hum­ 
phrey strategist, inched his esti­ 
mates of the vice president's 
strength up to around 1,450. 
Mitchell pushed for a personal 
appearance before the conven­ 
tion of candidates before the 
delegates vote on a nominee. 


Mitchell said he believes that 
if McCarthy is permitted to 
speak at the convention he could 
influence delegates io vote for 
him. 
Mayor Richard 
J. Daley of 
Chicago, who commands the Il­ 
linois delegation, called in testi­ 
mony before the platform com­ 
mittee for a massive public 
works program for the “ hard 
core unemployed” he said can­ 
not find work in private indus­ 
try. 
And Connally teed off on Mc­ 
Carthy’s foreign policy views. 
Connally thought it “ deplora­ 
ble” that McCarthy had said he 
saw no need for an immediate 
National Security Council meet­ 
ing on the Russian troop move­ 
ment into Czechoslovakia. He 
assailed 
McCarthy’s 
proposal 
that the United States suggest 
an interim coalition government 
for South Vietnam in which 
C o m m u n i s t 
representa­ 
tives would be included. 
In 
Valparaiso, 
Ind., 
Mc­ 
Govern told the U.S. Student 
Press 
Association 
that 
while 
ending the Vietnam war must 


have priority in the campaign 
he does not believe it is the top 
issue. He said if elected his first 
act would be to reduce U.S. 
troop strength in Vietnam. 
He said social problems in the 
areas of civil rights and civil 
disorders will present the next 
president with problems more 
complex and difficult than any 
faced by a chief executive. 
On the other side of the fence, 
GOP presidential nominee Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon was being advised 
not to accept the endorsement 
of the New York state Conserva­ 
tive party. 
Sen. Jacob K. Javits, who 
faces opposition in his race for 
re-election from James L. Buck­ 
ley on the Conservative ticket, 
advised Nixon against accepting 
the endorsement of a group that 
polled 510,000 votes two years 
ago.

Reagan Would Sacrifice Tax 
Relief To Block School Aid 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - Gov. 
Reagan has made it bluntly 
clear he will sacrifice chances 
of tax relief this year if legisla­ 
tive leaders insist on linking tax 
cuts with an increase in state 
aid to local schools. 
The governor’s written state­ 
ment issued Thursday left no 
doubt that he considers a re­ 
duction in property and income 
taxes to be the most pressing 
matter that lawmakers could 
consider at next month’s spe­ 
cial legislative session — but it 
must be on his terms. 
Demands by 
legislators 
of 
both parties and Max Rafferty, 
state superintendent of public 
instruction, that the session also 
consider an 
increase in 
the 
state aid to local schools were 
given less importance by the 
governor. 
Reagan said he "will not hes­ 
itate for a moment” to put tax 


cuts before the session starting 
Sept. 9 if leaders agree to his 
conditions. 
But he did not go that far on 
the matter of more state dollars 
for public education. He de­ 
clared, ‘‘the subject of school 
finance is a separate i s s u e 
which 
should 
be 
considered 
alone. If there is substantial 
agreement as to the necessity 
and extent of a school finance 
measure, that, too, can be con­ 
sidered for inclusion in the spe­ 
cial session.” 
Only the governor can select 
the items for lawmakers to deal 
with at a special meeting. So 
far, he has approved only leg­ 
islation that fits for workers in­ 
jured on or off the job. 
Reagan labeled as "unproduc­ 
tive and unwise” the legislative 
practice of lumping tax reduc­ 
tions with an increase of state 
spending in the same bill. He 


said he would tell that to lead­ 
ers of both parties when he 
meets with them soon, and ex­ 
plained: 
Essential Agreement 
" I wish to make it crystal 
clear that the legislative agree­ 
ment, which I feel is essential, 
must include an agreement not 
to tie increased spending meas­ 
ures into tax relief itself.” 
The kind of package Reagan 
frowned on was passed in the 


laSt hours of the regular session 
earlier this month under the 
leadership of Democratic As­ 
sembly Speaker Jesse M. Un- 
ruh. Some Republicans a l s o 
backed it. 
It would have provided a total 
of $289 million in tax relief for 
property owners and new state 
aid to local education. The Sen­ 
ate, with the governor’s staff 
actively 
w o r k i n g 
against 
the bill, rejected it.

Saves Eye 


From Cancer 


STANFORD (A P)-A 3-year- 
old boy who had lost one eye to 
cancer and faced the loss of the 
other is now out of the shadows 
thanks to a new technique, doc­ 
tors say. 


The boy, Damian Pickering, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Michael 
Pickering of Berkeley under-| 
went 
eight treatments at the 
Center from February to June 
under a new process of freezing 
tissues, called cryosurgery. 


A small white spot—evidence 
of a cancerous tumor called 
retinoblastoma — disappeared 
from his right eye. 
The child may be the first 
patient on the West Coast to 
undergo the treatments, said Dr. 
Frank C. Winter, associate pro­ 
fessor of surgery and an optha- 
mologist. Only about 10 other 
eye patients in the nation have 
been treated with cryosurgery, 
he said. 


Damian’s left eye was re­ 
moved when he was 11 months 
old to keep the retinoblastoma 
from spreading to his brain, 
which would have been fatal. 


The surgeon noticed a wfhite 
spot on the other eye and sub­ 
sequently radiation treatments 
failed to help. 


The eye tissue was frozen 
with liquid nitrogen, says Dr.; 
winter, and when he touched the i 
tumor cells with a probe, ice 
crystals formed inside the cells. 


As the ice crystals expanded, 
they acted like tiny, sharp razor 
blades. By 
repeated 
freezing 
and thawing, the cells were lac­ 
erated and destroyed. 


Cigarettes 
Statistics Show 
Smoking Decline 


WASHINGTON (AP) - For 
only the second time since the 
1964 surgeon general’s report 
linked the use of tobacco to can­ 
cer and other diseases, there 
has been a decline in cigarette 
smoking, according to govern­ 
ment statistics. 
* 
The Internal Revenue Service 
today released figures showing 
Americans smoked 543.5 billion 
cigarettes in the fiscal year that 
ended last June 30, compared 
with 545.1 in fiscal 1967. 
Although the .28 per cent drop 
was tiny, the decline interrupted 
a steadily growing increase in 
the use of tobacco in the United 
States since the initial fall fol­ 
lowing the surgeon general’s re­ 
port four years ago. 
Whiie the earlier drop was 
clearly linked to the cancer 
scare, there was nothing in the 
IRS figures to indicate what 
caused the latest decline. 
Dr. William Stewart, U.S. sur­ 
geon 
general, said, 
however, 
that he thinks "the message is 


finally getting around.” 
"It is a safe assumition,” he 
said in an interview, "that the 
message is being heard.” 
Stewart added that there was 
some evidence of the downtrend 
in studies done by his depart­ 
ment earlier this year.

NEW YORK (AP) - Smokers 


who switch from regular to fil­ 


ter cigarettes cut their risk of 


getting lung cancer, a new sta­ 
tistical study reports. 


Their risk becomes about 60 
per cent that of the nonfilter 
smokers, say Irwin D.J. Bross, 
Ph.D, and Robert Gibson of 
Roswell Park Memorial Insti­ 
tute, Buffalo, N.Y. The institute 
conducts an extensive program 
of research into smoking and 
¡cancer. 


What 
statisticians call 
the 
confidence limits in this esti­ 
mate are fairly wide, they add, 
"But there clearly is some re­ 
duction in risk.” 
"This is only a step in the 
right direction” because filter 
cigarette smokers with high ex­ 
posure "have a risk of lung can­ 
cer which is still five times as 
great as the risk for nonsmok­ 
ers.” 
"The filter cigarettes in this 
study cannot be called ‘safe.’ 
Switching to these cigarettes is 
not as good as stopping com­ 
pletely. The filters have reduced 
the risk, but a much greater re- 
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duction is needed,” Bross and 
Gibson write in the August issuej 
of the American Journal of Pub­ 
lic Health. 
Bross, director of biostatis­ 
tics, and Gibson compared 974 
lung-cancer patients with an 
equal number of men without 
cancer.

viewed on admission to Roswell 
Park, with the interviews since 
1959 having included questions 
on brands of cigarettes the meni 
had smoked. 
Men who had smoked for less 
than 30 years were classified as 
in the low-exposure group. The

smokers for 50 years or more. 
One finding was the loyalty to 
brands, the study finds. More 
than four out of five men said 
they had not smoked more than 
two different brands. 


The study shows it would be 
feasible to undertake studies of 
thousands of smokers to detect, 
within

whether improvements made in 
filters were actually making 
cigarettes safer, Bross and Gib­ 
son write.

SACRAMENTO (AP) - Re-i 
publican Senate nominee Max 
Rafferty, who branded antidraft 
demonstrators as “ punks” ear­ 
lier this year, called on the 
same students and young people 
Thursday to march in protest of 
the Soviet “ rape of Czechoslo­ 
vakia.” 


Rafferty, the state superin­ 
tendent 
of public 
instruction, 
appealed during a news confer­ 
ence to students “ to demon­ 
strate against the Russian im­ 
perialists . . . to mass in front 
of Russian embassies and con­ 
sulates.” 


Rafferty particularly aimed 
his message at 
those young 
people who have protested the 
draft and the war in Vietnam. 


“ If they don’t, I would have 
to say their sympathy for free­ 
dom .. . would be pretty one­ 
sided,” Rafferty said. 
A reporter asked if Rafferty 
wasn’t calling on young people 
to do the same thing he has 
criticized them for in the past. 


“ No. I’m calling for peaceful 
demonstrations,” he said. “ I'm 
a great friend of peaceful dem­ 
onstrations. I am against vio­ 
lent 
demonstrations 
with 
ob­ 
scenity or somebody knocking 
somebody else down.” 


America has a tradition of 
peaceful demonstration dating 
back to the Boston Tea Party, 
he added, emphasizing in reply 
to a following question that the 
tea party involved no injury to 
anyone.

5,500 Troops Ready for Demo Parley

the most anxiously protected

Gov. Samuel H. Shapiro, at 
the request of Chicago's Mayor 
Richard J. Daley, ordered 5,649 
troopers to be ready for instant 
duty if trouble starts when the 
Democrats open proceedings at 
the International Amphitheatre 
next Monday. 
The guardsmen were told to 


start checking in at Chicago 
armories Friday. The conven­ 
tion guard should be at full force 
by Saturday morning. 
If Chicago and the Democrats 
are lucky, they will hardly see 
the Guardsmen. 
But if the new leftists, yippies 
and black militants keep their 
p r o m i s e s 
to 
stage 
mass 
protests, the soldiers may hit 
the streets. 
And if the dissent flares to 
the point that it again ignites 
the banked fires of Chicago’s 
Negro ghettoes, the guardsmen 
are 
practically 
sure 
to 
be 


posted around the barbed wire 
fence, which protects the hall 
where the Democrats will select 
their presidential nominee. 
If that happens, the United 
States would be subjected for 
the first time to the spectacle of 
a presidential nominating con­ 
vention 
held 
under

guard. 
Yet Chicago was a peaceful 
city early today. Most of the 
taxi drivers were on strike, but 
there were about 1,000 indepen­ 
dent cabs still on the streets.

Chicago went through a similar 
strike a few months ago without 
great trouble. 
Daley gave the City Hall view 
of the situation in commenting 
on the guard callup:

Daley and his aides appeared 
undisturbed by boasts that as 
many as 150.000 demonstrators 
would flood Chicago next week.

Trouble Ahead 


For Communism 


The seco nd half o f o ur incredible cen­ 
tury pulses with the v o ice o f freedo m. 


Small natio ns hav e been demanding and 
g etting liberatio n fro m the do minatio n o f 
empire natio ns. Mino rity races hav e disco v ­ 
ered that subserv ience needn’t be their lo t. 
Dissenters to o ur war po licy hav e dared 
defy the o ld rule o f unity -ag ainst-the-co m- 
mo n-enemv . Yo ung peo ple hav e declined 
o ur middle-ag ed traditio ns. 


The leaders o f Russia heard the v o ice in 
Czecho slo v akia. They demo nstrated their 
reactio n Tuesday . It sho cked the wo rld. It 
sto pped a kind o f pro g ress — o r an illusio n 
o f pro g ress. But the final lo sers will be the 
Russians and the ty ranny they hav e mis­ 
named “ co mmunism." 


Much o f the wo rld will streng then its at­ 
titude ag ainst Russia. Co mmunist parties in 
free natio ns will lo se influence. Leadership 
in Russia itself will be split — so me repo rt­ 
ers say Premier Alex ei Ko sy g in will bo 
fo rced o ut o f o ffice. Neutral natio ns will be 
wary o f ties with Russia. The Peo pie’s-Go v - 
ernment my th will seem mo re ho llo w than 
ev er to the peo ple. 


Mo st impo rtant. Russia’s o nly real fu­ 
ture—its brig ht y o ung adults—will mo v e far­ 
ther away fro m the rig id reactio naries in 
charg e. Tho se future leaders also hav e been 
swing ing to the beat o f human liberatio n. 
No w they ’v e learned that inside the g ray 
heads running Russia the time is still 195(j— 
o r 1 93 6 — and the metho d is still to bludg eo n 
dissent into silence. 


The silence is tempo rary . The surg e fo r 
freedo m wo n’t be do wned. Like a sho o t g ro w­ 
ing in a crack, it will split the ro ck co n­ 
fining it and prev ail. 


When the histo ry o f co mmunism is writ­ 
ten fro m the perspectiv e o f ano ther co uple 
o f centuries, the Stalin-Krushchev -Brezhnev 
reg imes will be just ano ther kind o f ty ranny 
that fo llo wed the czarist ty ranny fo r awhile. 
And Hung ary and Czecho slo v akia will be 
two fatal cracks that appeared o nly a few 
minutes apart.

Sunday at Mt. San Anto nio Gardens, was 
the daug hter o f Dr. Arthur Dart Bisscll, who 
was a member o f the faculty o f Po mo na 
Co lleg e. She was a sister o f Ho ward Bis- 
sell, who died o n Dec. 1 6 , 15)6 6 , after an 
ev entful career as an architect in Sto ckto n. 


Miss Bisscll was bo rn In Ho no lulu and 
came with the family to Claremo nt In 1 892. 
Fo r 3 0 y ears y ears she was a teacher at 
Chaffev Junio r Co lleg e, beg inning there in 
1 91 2. 


Twice during her career at Chaffev she 
to o k time o ff fo r fo reig n missio nary wo rk.

On her return to this co untry , she ag ain 
to o k up her teaching at Chaffey . While in 
this Valley she retained her membership in 
the Co ng reg atio nal Church in Claremo nt. 
Her bro ther was fo r many y ears a mem­ 
ber o f the firm o f May o & Bisscll, archi­ 
tects o f Sto ckto n. lie serv ed as a member 
o f the planning co mmissio n and was en­ 
g ag ed in hig hway co nstructio n.

on the Czech clou d. 
They ex pect a tou g hening of 
U.S. pu blic opinion ag ainst the 
Reds will take some wind ou t of 
dov es on Vietnam. 
In Eu rope—where the Sov iet 
mov e has raised reminders of 
the Cold War era and set back 
the Western g rou nd swell for de­ 
tente, or an easing of East-West 
relations—U.S. 
diplomats 
look 
for smoother g oing in holding 
the line on NATO defenses. 
And the Kremlin has in effect 
lobby ed the administration case 
on Capitol Hill ag ainst pressu re 
to 
start 
bring ing 
American 
forces home from Eu rope. 


As I was strolling u p New 
York City ’s Madison Av enu e the 
other day , a tall, elderly g entle­ 
m an fell into stride beside me. 
He was cou rtly of m anner and 
deeply bronzed in a way that 
su g g ested a y acht rather than a 
roof terrace. He had blu e ey es 
and wore a bow tie and remind­ 
ed me, in some cu riou s way , of 
m y father. 
“ I don’t, as a ru le, accost 
strang e ladies,” he said, “bu t 
y ou wrote something the other 
day I strong ly disag reed with.” 
This fairly stu nned me. “ Why ?” 
I asked — that su ddenly seeming 
a 
more 
basic 
qu ery 
than 
“ W hat?” With perfect cou rtesy 
the g entleman told me. It was a 
minor point, not worth debating 
in the awfu l hu midity of an Au g ­ 
u st afternoon. Still, we did de­ 
bate for a few mom ents, there 
on that scorching street corner. 
And as I walked home I felt 
pleased that we had. 


What Impressed me was the 
simple, straig htforward way in 
which this man ex pressed his 
dissent. 
He manag ed, 
in ou r 
brief 
and 
rather 
formal 
ex ­ 
chang e to respect m y v iew and 
to adv ance his own. 
When we 
parted, he said, “ Well, this has 
been pleasant. 
I ex pect time 
will modify all ou r preju dices.” 
There, I thou g ht, is a man for 
whom I cou ld v ote. And what a 
pity his kind rarely seeks office. 
He’d hav e neither the heart nor 
the stomach for politics. Office 
seekers are a special breed. S.S 
Prof. Harold Laswell pointed ou t 
long ag o in “The Psy chopathol­ 
og y of Politics,” office seekers 
and ag itators are strong ly nar­ 
cissistic 
ty pes. 
He 
attribu tes 
this to “ obstacles In the early 
lov e relationships.” as do most 
scholars in this field. 
When a bov ’s libido is blocked 
in its natu ral forward thru st, it 
tu rns back u pon itself. Office 
seekers hav e this in common 
with actors: they hu ng er for ap­ 
prov al and applau se for all the 
g au dy trapping s of their boy ­ 
hood fantasies. The deg ree to 
which political men su rmou nt 
thpse infantile long ing s is the 
m easu re of their matu rity . 
To attain ev en a modest su c­ 
cess in politics, a man mu st 
tack and temporize and occa­ 
sionally lend — if not sell — his 
sou l to the dev il. Inev itably , this 
indu ces cy nicism. “ To g ov ern 
m ankind,” as Lord Chesterfield 
said, “ one m u st not ov errate 
them .” 


It Is Precisely this qu ality — 
this 
cy nical 
disinclination 
to 
ov errate u s that cools m y ardor 
for both 
Richard 
Nix on 
and 
H u b e r t Hu mphrey . They ’v e 


tacked and temporized for too 
many y ears. And the narcissism 
Dr. Laswell speaks of as the 
politician’s hallm ark is all too 
palpably present in these two. 
I 
watched 
V i c e President 
Hu mphrey 
on 
t h e telev ision 
news last nig ht and fou nd his 
eu phoria most depressing . 
His 
confidence is u nbou nded a n d 
then some. 
Somewhere in the 
back of his mind, y ou sense, the 
band is forev er play ing “ See the 
Conqu ering Hero Comes!” He’s 
g ot a blu ebird in his tank for 
su re.

“ D EAR MISS V AN D ERBILT: When I was in England last 
year, I met a charming couple, middle-aged people, who in­ 
vited me to their home in Devonshire. The visit was a great 
disappointment as the husband was constantly putting me 
on the spot about what he thought were the bad manners 
and general lack of cu'ture of Americans. Some of the things 
he said were true but I was unprepared for these attacks 
and wound up getting the worst of the argument. How would 
you advise tourists to prepare themselves to party- such at­ 
tacks gracefully?—E. F., Knoxville, Tenn.” 
Say something like this, “ It is tme that some Americans 
do exhibit bad manners abroad, but sometimes it is because 
it is 
considered quite all right in America, or at 
least in 
their own communities, but is not considered so abroad.” 
The English, for example, are very conservative about first 
names. In the Eastern states of the United States, there is 
more reservation on this matter than there is in the Midwest 
or the Far West. Americans from the areas w-here first-name 
usage is very common, often may seem “ pushy,” in Eng­ 
land especially. 
It is well for Americans abroad to be a little more re­ 
strained in such things, to do in Rome as the Romans do. 
On the other hand, you could have pointed out to your Eng­ 
lish host that it was the friendliness and warmth of Ameri­ 
cans in England during and following the last war that had 
much to do with the general loosening up of English reserve 
which to so many people seems actually unfriendly. Differ­ 
ences in people everywhere are interesting.

Hampton’s 
biggest 
interest, 
naturally, is in the field of mu­ 
sic, and it is in this area that he 
hopes to aid the ghetto young­ 
sters. 
“ Years ago,” the famed jazz 
musician says, “ some of the 
greatest names in the world of 
music came out of Harlem, but 
I’ve found out that it’s the com­ 
plete opposite now. Fewer and 
fewer are coming out of there 
now.” 


Hampton blames this on “ the 
lack of music instruction in Har­ 
lem schools.’ The Suffolk Coun­ 
ty school system, he says, has 
one of the finest music instruc­ 
tion programs he has seen but, 
he adds, “ the kids in Harlem 
have none of this. There’s no in­ 
spiration f o r youth to learn 
music in Harlem — no place to 
study. Harlem hasn’t produced 
anything in years like they used 
to.” 
Because of this, the 54-vear- 
old Hampton has plunged into a 
project to give Harlem a “ cul­ 
tural center,” with programs of 
instruction based on those of the 
Juillard School of Music. The 
project is still in the fund rais­ 
ing and planning 
stages hut 
Hampton has high hopes for it. 
“ The center which I would 
like to name after Mayor Lind- 
isay, would be a symbol of great 
I strength and learning to Har­ 
lem,” he says. 
Hampton, who lives in Har­ 
lem but also has a home in Los 
Angeles, first became aware of 
the lack of musical advantages 
for

The first thing to know abou t 
growing sweet peas for winter is 
that you shou ld plant them now, 
or very shortly, Secondly, you 
mu st plant early flowering sweet 
peas.

Johnson's Name 


Tossed Back Into 


Democrat Picture 


CHICAGO ill—The name of President Johnson was 
tossed back into the Democratic presidential picture 
today as the part' preparcd to open its national 
convention next week. 
Frank C. Erwin, Texas national Democratic com­ 
mitteeman, told the Rules Committee of “ growing 
sentiment” within his state's delegation to nomi­ 
nate Johnson for re-election if the convention unit 
rule is abolished. 
Erwin made the comment to a Rules Committee 
session convened to consider whether to forbid 
the rule under which a majority in a delegation 
determines how the entire slate will vote during 
the convention. 
Erwin appeared on behalf of Texas Gov. John 
Connallv, a close associate of Johnson. The President 
said last March 31 he would not seek or accept 
his party’s nomination for a second term. 
The matter arose when Erwin, who had delivered 
a passioned defense of the unit rule as “ pure 
democracy,” was asked by George Cox of Wyoming 
how the Texas delegate^ would vote if the unit 
rule were abaondoned. 
“ If the unit rule is abrogated or if the convention 
next Tuesday night votes not to enforce the unit 
rule,” Erwin said, “ there is a growing sentiment 
among those of us here in Chicago that Gov. Con- 
nally should withdraw as a favorite son and for 
Texas to request one of the early states to yield 
to Texas to nominate another great Texan who 
holds the highest elective office in the land.”

Trouble Ahead 


For Communism 


The second half of our incredible con- 
tury pui^es with the voice of freedom. 


Small nations have been demanding and 
getting liberation from the domination of 
empire nations. Minority race# have discos- 
cred that subservience needn’t he their lot. 
Dissenters to our war policy have dared 
defy the old rule of unity-against-the-com- 
mon-enemy. Young people have declined 
our middle-aged traditions. 


The leaders of Russia heard the voice in 
Czechoslovakia. 
They demonstrated their 
reaction Tuesday. It shocked the world. It 
stopped a kind of progress — or an illusion 
of progress. Hut the final losers wiil be the 
Russians and the tyranny they have mis­ 
named “communism. 


Much of the world will strengthen its at­ 
titude against Russia. Communist parties in 
free nations will lose influence. Leadership 
in Russia itse lf will be split — some report­ 
ers say Premier Alexei Kosygin will be 
forced out of office. Neutral nations will be 
wary of tics with Russia. The Peopie's-Gov- 
ernment myth will seem more hollow than 
ever to the people. 


Most important, Russia’s only real fu­ 
ture—its bright young adults—will move far­ 
ther away from the rigid reactionaries in 
charge. Those future leaders also have been 
swinging to the beat of human liberation. 
Now they’ve learned that inside the gray 
heads running Russia the time is still 1956— 
or 1936— and the method is still to bludgeon 
dissent into silence. 


The silence is temporary. The surge for 
freedom won’t be downed. Like a shoot grow­ 
ing in a crack, it will split the rock con­ 
fining it and prevail. 


When the history of communism is writ­ 
ten from the perspective of another couple 
of centuries, the Stalin-Krushchev-Brezhnev 
regimes will be just another kind of tyranny 
that followed the ezarist tyranny for awhile. 
And Hungary and Czechoslovakia wil 1 be 
two fatal cracks that appeared only a low 
minutes apart.

CLARE I/R IS E BISSELL, who died

the daughter of Dr. Arthur Dart Bissell, who 
was a member of the faculty of Pomona 
College.

Miss Bissell was born In Honolulu and 
came with the family to Claremont in 1892. 
For 30 years years she was a teacher at

For instance, in January of 1922 she went 
to Turkey and assisted in the YW( A work 
there.

Czech Issue will rank high for 
the next president picked in No­ 
vember as he weighs the pos­ 
ture to adopt toward the So­ 
viets. All the candidates rate 
U.S. relations with the world’s 
other nuclear superpower as a 
prime ingredient in American 
foreign policy.

They expect a toughening of 
U.S. public opinion against the 
Reds will take some wind out of 
doves on Vietnam.

As ? was strolling up New 
York City*» Madison Avenue the 
other day, a tall, elderly gentle­ 
man fell Into stride beside me.

He had blue eyes 
and wore a bow tie and remind­ 
ed me. in some curious way, of 
my father. 
“ I don’t, as a rule, accost 
strange ladies,” he said, “but 
you wrote something the other 
day 1 strongly disagreed with.” 
This fairly stunned me. “Why?” 
I asked — that suddenly seem ing

“What?” With perfect courtesy 
the gentleman told me. It was a 
minor point, not worth debating 
in the awful humidity of an Aug­ 
ust afternoon. Still, we did de­ 
bate for a few moments, there 
on that scorching street corner.

He’d have neither the heart nor 
the stomach for politics. Office 
seekers are a special breed, S.S 
Prof. Harold La swell pointed out 
long ago in "The Psychopathol- 
ogv of Politics.” office seekers 
and agitators are strongly nar­ 
cissistic 
tvpes. 
H0 
attributes 
this to "obstacles In the early 
lnvp relationships.” as do most 
scholars In this field. 
When a bov’s libido is blocked 
in its natural forward thrust, it 
turn*; back upon itself. Office 
i;f>fkers have this in common 
with actors: th*y hunger for ap­ 
proval and applause for all the 
gaudy trappings of their boy­ 
hood fantasies. The degree to 
which political men surmount 
these infantile longings is the 
measure of their maturity. 
To attain even a modest suc­ 
cess in politics, a man must 
tack and temporize and occa­ 
sion ally lend — if not sell — his 
soul to th* devil. Inevitably, this 
induces cynicism. “To govern 
mankind,” as Lord Chesterfield 
said, “one must not overrate 
them .”

Say something like this, “ h is tnie that lome Americans 
do exhibit bad manners ahrou 1. but sometimes it is \* «muse 
it is considered quite a!) right in America, or at le ¡vt in 
their own communities, but is not considered so abroad." 
The English, for example, are very conservative1 about first 
names 
in the Eastern states of the United States, there is 
more reservation on this matter than tht re is in th** Midwt t 
or the Far West. Americans from the areas where first name 
usage is very common, often nnv seem "pushy,'’ in Eng­ 
land especially. 
It is well for Americans abroad to be a little more re­ 
strained in such things, to do in Rome as the Romans do. 
On the other hand, you could have pointed out to your Eng­ 
lish host that if was the friendliness and warmth of Ameri­ 
cans in England during and following the last war th it had 
much to do with the general loosening up of English reserve 
which to so many people seems actually’ unfriendly.

the other is hurt and resentful.

Dear Mrs. W,: Relationships 
between the parents of tw o 
young people who marry are 
usually lukewarm at best, of­ 
ten simply because of geo­ 
graphical location. The f a c t 
that our culture has no sim­ 
ple way to express the rela­ 
tionship between these t w o 
sets of in-laws indicates the 
weakness of connection. We 
must speak of our “ daughter- 
in - law’s mother,” a rather 
roundabout way to have to re­ 
fer to anyone. 
Both your husband's and 
your own parents may not re­ 
alize fully the difficulty In­ 
volved in visiting them every 
holiday. Naturally they will 
be disappointed if you decide 
not to visit them. You can’t 
alter that. 


However, it seems the prob­ 
lem is really one of your own 
making. 
You 
are 
probably 
overestimating their reactions 


and are interpreting their dis­ 
appointment as criticism. 


The first years of marriage 
are a transition period, espe­ 
cially for a woman, who is us­ 
ually closer to her family. 
During this time, both part­ 
ners must transfer their pri­ 
mary loyalties from their fam­ 
ilies to their spouso The ac­ 
quisition of another set of 
parents at this time com­ 
pounds the problem. Conflict­ 
ing feelings of guilt and desire 
for independence often color 
relations with parents. 


RESEARCH HAS s h o w n 
that the younger members of 
a family, who are most eager 
to be accepted by the family 
into which they have married, 
are also very critical of that 
family. Members of the older 
generation, the parents and 
grandparents, most often criti­ 
cized. have the least to say in 
complaint about their y o u n g 
in-laws. 


Unconsciously, you are al­ 
lowing 
your 
resentment 
to 
spread to both sets of parents, 
making an issue of something 


that should be little problem 
at all. I am sure both sets of 
parents would understand if 
you decided to limn your vis­ 
iting. 
You can demonstrate 
your affection and interest in 
them in other ways, such as 
frequent telephone calls and 
letters.

greatest names in the world of "• 
music came out of Harlem, but 
I’ve found out that it’s the com­ 
plete opposite now. Fewer and 
fewer are coming out of there 
now ” 
Hampton blames this on “ the 
lack of music instruction in Har­ 
lem schools.’ The Suffolk Coun­ 
ty school system, he says, has 
one of the finest music instruc­ 
tion programs he has seen but. 
he adds, “ the kids in Harlem 
have none of this. There’s no in- j 
spiration f o r youth to learn 
muMC in Harlem — no place to 
study. Harlem hasn’t produced 
anything in years like they used 
to." 
Because of this, the 54-year- 
old Hampton has plunged into a 
project to give Harlem a “ cul­ 
tural center,” with programs of 
instruction based on those of the 
Juillard School of Music. The 
¡project is still in the fund rais­ 
ing and planning 
stages but 
Hampton has high hopes for it. 
“ The center which I would 
ike to name after Mayor Lind-j 
1 say, would be a symbol of great 
strength and learning to Har 
lem,” he says. 
Hampton, who lives in Har 
I lem but also has a home in Los! 
I Angeles, first became aware of 
the lack of musical advantages 
for

Grandmother used to practice 
what she preached: “ To have 
sweet peas for the holidays, 
plant 
them on Labor Day.” 
Though quite unscientific in na­ 
ture, this usually produced the 
desired results. 
Whether or not your planting 
philosophy coincides with Grand­ 
ma’s, the fact remains that the 
time to plant winter blooming 
sweet peas is fast approaching. 
In mild winter areas, gardeners 
can 
usually 
rely 
on 
cutting 
blooms at Christmas. And, given 
a good fall, we can often do it 
where winters are more severe. 


The first thing to know about 
growing sweet peas for winter is 
that you should plant them now, 
or very shortly, Secondly, you 
must plant early flowering sweet 
peas. 
After this, 
normal 
cultural 
rules apply. Sweet peas like a 
free and easy root run, so the 
ground should be well prepared. 
Dig a trench 12 inches or more 
deep and to a shovel’s width at 
least. This takes little time com­ 
pared to the rewards It pays. 
Once the trench is dug. put a 
lavet of good thickness of man­ 
ure, fortified redwood compost, 


or special planter mix on the 
bottom — six inches is not too 
much. Then add about three in­ 
ches of soil and sew the seed. 
By this time, your trench will 
still be some six inches deep, 
depending on how deep you or­ 
iginally dug. Use of bone meal in 
the soil mixture Induces long 
stems. As the y o u n g plants j 
sprout and grow, fill in around 
them with topsoil u n t i l the 
trench is nearly at ground level.
